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The following are additions to the list of Australian Sea 
Grasses (Z#ese Proc., n.s., xlii (1), p. 1, 1929.) 

Both Diplanthera uninervis and Halophila spinulosa (8) have 
been found in W. Australia, at Carnarvon (1914, Herb. Copen- 
hagen), which adds two more sea-grasses to the flora of W. Aus- 
tralia. 

Cymodocea antarctica reaches in W. Australia at least as far 
north as Carnarvon. 

I use this opportunity to add some new records which are due 
to the Danish Oceanographical Expedition on “ Dana,” 1929; 
viz :— 

Cymodocea isoetifolia. Queensland: Brisbane. 

Cymodocea rotundata. Queensland: Brisbane; Thursday 
Island. These records corroborate the somewhat un- 

certain record from Port Denison. 

Zostera capricorni. Queensland: Brisbane. New South 
Wales: Newcastle; Lake Macquarie; Swansea. 

Halophila ovalis. Queensland: Brisbane. New South 
Wales: Newcastle; Lake Macquarie; Botany Bay.
